Balkan Delegates to Draft Note 
to Turks Explaining Reason 
For Action 


THEIR POLICY I8

Allies Say That They Have Gone 
to Limit in Their

london, Jan, 26.—The Balkan plen- 
ipotentiaries, who have received full 
powers from their respective govern- 
ments, appointed a committee today 
to draft a note to the Turkish plent- 
potentiaries explaining why the peace 
conference must now be considered 
broken pf. It is heped that the draft 
will be ready for the approval of the 
full delegation Monday night. 

This action of the allies is part of a 
series Of well considered forms of 
pressure with which the Balkan dele- 
gutes hope tovo>tain their Gbject with- 
out resuming the war. 

The meeting today lasted for an 
hour and,a half, and the course to be 
followed was given earnest considera- 
tion. Two distinct views were manti- 
tested—one for the immediate rupture 
of the negotiations, leading to a re- 
sumption of the war, and the other 
favoring a temporizing policy, in order 
to avoid irrevocable steps. The lat- 
ter course triumphed and a commit- 
tee was appointed, consisting of one 
member from each delegation, as fol- 
lows: Michael Madaroff, Bulgarian 
minister at London; Prof, Georgos 
Streit, Greek minister to Austria-Hun- 
gary; Count Veynovitch, chief of Kipg 
Nicholas’ cabinet, representing Monte- 
negro, and Dr, M. R. Veznitch, Servian 
minister to France, with the addition 
of M. Politis, of the Greek delegation, 
owing to his knowledge of French and 
his thorough acquaintance with inter- 
national law. 

General Mnes were laid on which 
the note is to be drafted, comprising 
the arguments already set forth many 
times as to why the league demands 
the surrender of Adrianople and the 
Aegean islands as an indispensable 
condition to the conclusion of peace, 

Policy to Gain Time, 

That the policy of the allies is to 
Zain time is patent and does not de- 
ceive anrbody. 

The delegates decided that the ad- 
Vantages to be derived from the re- 
sumption of hostilities would be in 
proportion to the risks they ran, and 
that they would not take that step un- 
less absolutely forced to do so It is 
realized that’ even a partial reverse 
would have grave moral and material 
consequences, apart from the loss of 
thousands of men. 

In addition, the fact ts not over- 
looked that there is danger of Rou- 
mania advancing from the rear and of 
Austria imposing on Servia and Mon- 
tenegro ‘her conditions for remaining 
neutral, “The only disadvantage in 
delaying decisive action is in’ keeping 
large armies inactive and on a war 
footing for a long time, thus heavily 
taxing both the financial and agricul- 
tural resources of the countries,

“Ninety-nine shippers out of a hun- 
dred will pay the same freight rates 
betwe2n the two seaboards, whether 
there be tolls or no tolls charged 
the individuals or corporations who 
own and operate coastwige vessels. It 
will be only the exceptionally large 
producers and traders who ship in 
full vesse] loads that will secure low- 
er transportation rates because of toll 
exemption, 

“The owners of the coastwise ships 
have been relieved from the payment 
of the toll for the purpose of aiding 
the merehant marine under the 


American flag. 
"The public funds, however, will go 


to ship owners that need no aid and 
not to the owners of American ves- 
sels that serve our foreign trade— 
vessels that need assistance, 

Said Aid Is Justfiable 

“Government aid to the American 
marine engaged in the foreign trade 
is justifiable. There are reasons why 
the United States might well seek to 
have a strong line of vessels under 
the American flag running from the 
west coast of the Uniteu States by 
way of Hawaii, Japan and China to 
the Pnilippines. It would be desir-

IMMIGRATION PROSPECTS, 


The publicity commissioner for 
the province is convinced that the 
present year will bring a larger 
number of new citizens to Alberta 
than did the last. Aa the influx 
last year was very large, the pro- 
phecy is an optimistic one. But 
it is one that may be fulfilled, and 
it comes from a man who should 
be well qualified to prophesy. 
Judicious advertising has a eumu- 
lative effect, and the business 
firm, the city or the state which 
consistently mal@s known what 
it has to offer is conducting a 
campaign which must grow more 
effective with the passage of 
time. For a given amount spent 
in publicity work in 1913, Alberta 
should get more people than for a 


similar amount spent five years 
ago. ‘This for the reason that 
all that has been done in this 


direction helps what is now done. 
Making allowance for causes 
which cannot be controlled, there- 
fore, there should continue to be a 
steadily growing annual move- 
ment of peop'e to this Province, as 
there has been for many years. 
Certainly if the forecast of Mr. 
Hotchkiss is not verified by events 
the fault will not be either that of 
the Province or of its Govern- 
inent. Large as the immigration 
in recent years has been, the ap- 
portunities here open to industry 
ind enterprise are more and not 
less numerous than they were at 
any time past. Only a_ small 
fraction of our arable land has 
yet been brought under cultiva- 


tion. There are still homesteads 
by the thousand for the taking, 
while excellent land situated 
within reasonable distance of rail- 
ways can be bought at prices 
trifling in comparison to the 
values of similar land in more 


densely settled parts of the con- 
tinent. The mining and timber 
resources of tl Province are as 
yet only being attacked. Rail- 
way construction will be as ener- 
getically pushed forward this 
year as last, while civic improve- 
ments and building operations are 
planned which will offer employ- 
ment to armies of laborers and 
skilled mechanies. The economic 
causes Which induced the large 
influx of people in 1912 will thus 


continue to operate in 1913. And 
the Provincial Government are 
pursuing the same active policy 
in putting the opportunities and 


advantages so offered before the 
outside world as they have done 
in past years, 

Noris there reason to suppose 
that these conditions will be nulli- 
fied by the tightness that has oc 
curred in the money markets 
the world.

Insurance Act is no longer 
with the Unionists at bye-el- 

As the benefits begin to fall 
in the misrepresentations begin to 
fall off and the Act stands out as a 
real blessing to England, 

It is a revolutionary Act, It intro- 
duces new principles Mito the life of 
Great Britain, It insures against sick- 
ness and unemployment in” certain 
selected trades seventy-five per cent, 
of the adult male population and 
nearly 26 per cent, of the women.

The estimated number of insured 
persons is fifteen millions. With 
certain exceptions every person 


between the ages of 16 and 70, em- 
ployed in the United Kingdom under 
any contract of service or appren- 
ticeship, and earning at a tate not 
exceeding 160 pounds a year, is com- 
pulsorily insured, Those engaged by 
way of manual labor must be insured 
even if their wages exceed 160 pounds 
a year. That is to say, the British 
workingman, whether skilled or un- 
skilled, must be insured; while the 
plack-coated worker, the clerk, or 
the shop assistant is only insured if 
the income he derives from full-time 
employment falls below the income 
tax limit, The Act is not exclusive. 
Any prudent man is at liberty to 
come in and enjoy its benefits so long 
as he pays the premiums, The bet- 
ter the Act is understood, the more 
popular it becomes. 

Until its benefits vegan to flow in, 
the Act lent itself to considerable dis- 
tortion on the part of Unionist stump 
speakers, It is not a perfect Act, in- 
deed no Act of Parliament ever is at 
the It will take a lot of im- 
proving, Many of its terms like 
“manual labor,’ “casual labor,” and 
such need closer definition, Even the 
words “employer” and “employed” 
have been badly twisted by Tory re- 
asoners, and fierce discussions have 
raged over such questions as “When 
ig an cutworker and an inworker?” 
and “What are you going to do about 
the in-and-out worker?” The Act 
will always involve a large number of 
detailed exceptions and qualifications, 
but in the long run it will be an ef- 
fective piece of humaaitarian legisla- 
tion, and the workingman who once 
grumbled at licking stamps will rise 
up and call Lioyd-George blessed. 
The Chancellor never labored under 
the delusion that an Act taking four- 
pence a week out of the pockets of 
fourteen millions of people and up to 
10,000 pounds a year from others 
would be immediately popular, and 
he took his reputation ag the poor 
man's friend in his hand when he 
put the ill through. But virtue is 
its own reward, and he is disappoint- 
ed on the right side to find the peo- 
ple understanding it so soon, 

The vovel feature of the Insurance 
Act—that is to say, novel for England 

is thac it is compulsory contribution 
on the part of the poor man for his 
own good, It is compulsory contribu- 
tion on the part of the rich employer 
too, but his case is not so startling. 
His share of the tax, which is three 
pence tu the workingman’s four pence 
a week, he probably passes on to his 
customeis, 80 no more need be said 
about it, But that the British work- 
ingman should lick four pence worth 
of Government stamps of no particu- 
lar flavor every week, and get to like 
it, is another story.

Mr, Chiozza Monay has figured out 
that the Insurance Act gives the work- 
ingman ten pence for four pence, He 
receives many benefits for which he 
does not pay a farthing, For instance 
—the Treasury pays nearly 2,000,000 
pounds to the doctors; the Treasury 
maintaing the Insurance Commission- 
ers; the Treasury provides 1,500,000 
pounds towards the building of sana- 
torla; the Treasury pays one penny 
per anyum for each employed contri- 
putor mm reepect of sanatorium bene- 
fit, apart from the payment of two 
pence out of each nine perce of the 
cost of that benefit; the Treasury 
pays one penny per week contribu- 
tion in respect of ail contributors 
whose wages do not exceed twelve

It looked for a while as if the doc- 
tors were going to throw the Act 
down, They were badly,led and badly 
advised by the Harley street special- 
ists who sniff at any fee under two 
guineas.

brougat the doctors to their milk and 
made them take twice the pay they 
were getting for club practice under 
the old system.

What are the direct results of the 
Act? According to Mr, C, F, G. Wes- 
terman, Financial Secretary of the 
Treasury, they are these: For the first 
time the nation finds itself organized 
in combat against disease and its con- 
Sequences; far the first time every 


man in the nation finds it directly to 
his personal, monetary interest that 
diseases should disappear. In the 


case of one of them, the most trouble, 
the White Plague, special apparatus is 
created for a national campaign for 
its destruction, 


in England and Wales tuberculosis 


sweeps away 50,000 lives a year, The 
damp winter climate from ‘which the 
poor man cannot escape helps it 
along. The quaint crumbling cot- 
tages and the slum dwellings reek 
with it, At least a quarter of a 


million people are rendered 
in the community fer many 


parasites 
years be- 


fore the release of death. Its pro- 
ducts are today overwhelming’ the 
finances of the friendly societies, 


crowding the pauper infirmaries, and 
breaking down the efforts of private 
charity. For the first time the train- 
ed scientific forces of the . national 
crusade are being hurled against it. 
Is it too much to hope that in a gen- 
eration the plague may bé@ successfully 
stayed? 

Sick pay again—ten shillings a week 
for men, seven shillings and sixpence 
for women—small but certain, may 
serve to keep hundreds of homes to- 
gether and save something of the 
huge proportion—probalbly ‘one-half 
—of the national pauperism which 
today is due to sickness from falling 
into the albyss. Invalidity ‘benefit 
may ‘provide hope and self-respect for 
many thousands ‘who are now a dead 
weight on parents with growing chil- 
dren ill-supplied. 

Every year 800,000 mothers 
receive an aid of 30 shillings at child- 
birth in right of their husbands and 
about 100,000 will receive similar 
sums in their own right. This should 
not only help to diminish the appall- 
ing waste of infant life, but it should 
be the beginnimg, in a small way, of 
a policy of endowment of motherhood 
which must be a matter of serious re- 
gard ina country with a falling birth- 
rate, 

Besides its direct benefit the Act 
has greatly stimulated outside insur- 
ance and is helping the decasualisa- 
tion of labor. iH. ih. GADSBY.

APPLIED TO CANCER 


First Report of Radium Institute of 
London is Published in Medical 
Journal, 


London, Jan, 24.—The long-await- 
ed first report of the Radium Institute 
of London was published joday in the 
British Medical Journal! It indi- 
cales that in addition to a long list of 
minor non-malignant conditions, such 
as birthmarks, eczema and tubercular 
glands, radium often cures and al- 
most always improves the health of 
patients suffering from cancer of the 
deadly type. 

The following summary is given of 
patients treated; Apparently cured, 
53; cured, 28; improved, 244; not im- 
proved, 70; abandoned treatment, 88; 
dead, 55, 

In internal cancers, on which ope 
ations cannot be performed with any 
hope of success, the pain is often 
Breatly relieved, the ulceration heal- 
ed, the bleeding estopped and the rate 
of growth checked by the use of 
radium, 

In a few instances, cases previously 
declared inoperable ylelded. On 
inoperable cancers of the stomach, 
radium was tried, not with hope of a 
cure, (but with the object of checking 
the growth and alleviating the symp- 

, toms. Some slight degree of benefit 
resulted in the case of cancers of the 
breast. 

The rest of the report is, on the 
whole, encouraging. Radium, how- 
ever, should never be used to take the 
place of an operation when ihis is 
possible. 

Rodent ulcers are of all forms of 
malignant disease those most “amen- 
wile to the action of radium Small 
ulcers’ on the @kin almost invariably 
yield after one exposure of from one
